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(^HE    Normal     School    began    the 
'      twenty-third  J  ear  ot    it.s  history,  j 
on  August  31.     The  old  students,  sen- 
iors and  others,  have  returned  to  their 
work,    after  their   summers  re.st,   with 
renewed   zeal,    and    with    them  came  \ 
also  the  usual  number  of  new  students, 
eager  to  begin  the  work  of  the  course 
with  a  view  to   taking  away  a  Normal 
diploma  some  time  in  the  near  future. 
With  a  number  of  .students  almost  as  I 
large  as  any  of  the  previous  years   of] 
the  school's  exi.stance,  the  coming  year 
bids  fair  to  be  interesting  and  pleasant. 
At  the  present  time,  the  middle  of  the 
first  term,  the  students   are  doing  ex- 
cellent work  in  all  departments  and  the 
machinery  of  the   school    is  working ' 
without  any  semblance  of  friction. 

The  present  .senior  cla.ss  is  the  larg- 
est in  the  history  of  the  school;  num- 
bering eighty-eight.     Several  of  these 
.seniors   have    come  to    Indiana  from 
other    Normal    Schools    to    complete 
their  senior  year.     Another  gratifying 
feature  is  the  large   number  of  gentle- 
men   which    are  in  the  senior    class.  1 
This  number  is  larger  than  ever  before  I 
and    speaks  well    for  the  .school    inas- 1 
much  as  they  have    thought  it  prefer- 1 
able  to    come  to    Indiana  instead   of 
going    to  other    .schools  of    the  same 
cla.ss.     The   seniors  are   assuming  the 


duties  and  responsibilities,  which  befall 
every  .senior  class,  in  a  befitting 
manner  and  are  setting  a  good  standard 
of  work. 

From  the  present  prospect  there 
will  be  a  larger  number  of  juniors  to 
take  the  state  examination  this  year 
than  there  were  last  year.  The  winter 
and  spring  terms  will  bring  others 
whose  names  will  be  added  to  the  list. 
Altogether  the  prospects  for  the  year 
are  very  encouraging. 

Professional  Department. 

The  Model  School  numbers  more 
pupils  this  fall  than  at  any  time  since 
it  commenced  to  occupy  the  new  build- 
ing. The  Senior  class,  also,  is  larger 
than  for  many  3ears,  and  the  practice 
teaching  .shows  the  same  earnestness 
and  intelligent  application  that  has 
characterized  all  preceding  classes. 

Two  new  experiments,  begun 
this  fall,  are  being  watched  with 
careful  attention  :  the  introduction  of 
"The  Natural  System  of  Vertical 
Writing,"  (D.  C.  Heath,  &  Co.)  and 
the  formation  of  a  Ninth  grade  to  be 
an  intermediate  step  between  Model 
and  Normal  work. 

In  no  way  has  the  progressive  and 
professional  spirit  of  the  Seniors   been 
shown  more  forcibly  than  in  their  zeal 
to  learn  and  to  teach  the  new   .sy.stem 
of    writing.       The    services    of    Miss 
Talbot,    an  expert  in    this  work,  were  1 
secured   the  first  of  the  term,    for  one 
daj'.     Since  then  it  has  been  introduc- 
ed into    all  the   grades  of  the   Model 
school,  with  most  encouraging  results. - 
The     hygienic    eflfects     are     already 
noticeable  and    a  considerable   degree  I 
of  skill  is  attained   in  much  le.s.s   time ' 
than  by  the  other  .system.  1 

The  object  in  forming  a  Ninth  grade 


was  to  better  prepare  the  pupils  for 
Normal  work.  To  that  end  the  aims 
.sought  after  were  to  train  in  hcbits  oi" 
moral  self-reliance  and  independent 
study;  to  lay  a  basis  for  higher  work 
by  beginning  Algebra,  Latin  and 
Technical  Grammar  under  the  regular 
teachers  of  the  Norma!;  and  to  give 
needful  drill  in  Reading,  Spelling  and 
Arithmetic  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Critic  teachers  only.  This  class 
has  no  work  under  practice  teachers 
and  all  its  work  is  under  the  guidance 
and  control  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Model  school.  So  far  the  progress  of 
the  cla.>^s  has  been  decided  and  the 
improvement  noticeable. 

The  Mothers'  Meetings,  so  succiss- 
fully  begun  last  spring,  have  been 
continued  this  fall.  They  are  to  be 
held  on  the  last  Friday  afternoon  of 
each  month.  The  feature  of  the  first 
of  this  fall's  meetings  was  a  talk  by 
Miss  Mansfield,  outlining  in  a  general 
way  the  work  in  Child  Study  as 
carried  on  under  the  direction  of  Earl 
Barnes  of  Leland  Stanford  I'niversity, 
during  her  two  years'  course  there. 
Much  cordial  interest  in  the  subject 
was  shown  by  those  present  and  the 
request  was  made  that  the  talk  be 
continued  at  the  next  meeting. 

A  new  impetus  in  many  ways,  has 
been  given  to  the  work  by  the  return 
of  Mi.ss  Mansfield.  This  is  noticeable 
in  our  work  in  Nature  Study  in  the 
middle  grades,  in  new  plans  for  Child 
Study,  and  in  field  lessons.  In  the 
intermediate  grades,  lessons  are  iu 
preparation  to  give  the  children  a 
personal  knowledge  of  the  town  and 
its  most  important  industries.  Au 
account  of  this  work  will  be  given  by- 
Miss  Owens  in  the  next  number  of  the 
Her.\ld. 

The    Pollard    System    of    teaching 
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Reading  is  thoroughly  taught   to   all 
the  Seniors,  and  practice  in  teaching  it 
is  given  to  those  now  in    primarj'  and 
intermediate  work.     The   work  done , 
last  summer  term  was  so  helpful  to  the  : 
graduates      that      former      graduates 
returned  at  the  close  of  school  for  a  two  , 
week's  course  of  instruction  under  Mrs. 
Riddle. 

MUSIC  ITEMS. 

The  number  of  bright  earnest  stu- 
dents in  the  Music  Department  is  ex- 
tremely gratifying . 

The  new  Steinway  Grand  in  the 
studio  is  a  very  fine  one;  possessir,g  a 
remarkable  .sympathetic  tone  quality, 
as  well  as  musical  brilliancy. 

A"How-to-understand"  music  class, 
has  been  organized,  which  meets 
every  Thursday  afternoon,  at  three 
o'clock  in  Mrs.  Smith's  .studio;  and 
although  designed  for  the  music  stu- 
dents, others  are  welcome.  The  prin- 
cipal object  is  to  lead  the  pupils  to  a 
knowledge  of  music  as  music,  and  not 
merely  as  playing  and  singing.  By 
developing  in  the  student  a  consciou.s- 
ness  of  the  inherent  relation  between 
music  and  emotion  through  illustra- 
tions of  the  works  from  the  great  tone 
poets  the  musical  perceptions  are 
sharpened,  the  student  becomes  ac- 
quainted with  the  best  parts  of  musi- 
cal literature,  and  con.sequently  a 
higher  standard  of  taste  is  realized. 
It  is  desired  by  the  Department  to  im- 
press upon  those  who  "'take  lesisons" 
that  music  signifies  far  more  than  to 
play  a  few  ear-tickling  numbers  upon 
tlie  piano,  or  to  .sing  a  half  dozen 
songs.  Among  the  subjects  for  dis- 
cussion in  the  Thursday  class,  will  be 
'Tone  in  Music' ,  which  includes  ac- 
cent, meter,  rhythm  and  melody;  also 
the  construction  of  the  period, 
thematic  work  &c.  Following  this  the 
content  of  music  will  be  considered, 
that  is,  the  ideas  and  feelings  which 
are  embodied  in  it.  Under  the  head 
of  content,  the  intellectual  and  emo- 
tional, the  tender  and  .soulful,  the 
heroic  and  other  characteri.stics  will  be 
ob.served.     Every    point   will  be  fully 


illustrated  at  the  piano,  by  different 
members  of  the  class,  and  the  broaden- 
ing effects  of  this  work,  cannot  be  over 
estimated,  as  it  gives  to  the  students  a 
more  definite  conception  of  their  art 
and  an  intelligent  acquaintance  with 
a  large  amount  of  good  music. 

A  club  has  been  organized  by  the 
music  lovers  of  Indiana  for  the  purpo.se 
of  a  more  sy.stematic  study  of  the  art  of 
music.  The  plan  of  the  club  is  to 
give  three  private,  alternating  with 
three  public  concerts,  upon  the  first 
Thursday  evening  of  each  month,  be- 
ginning in  November  and  clo.sing  in 
April.  The  program  of  the  November 
concert  will  be  divided  into  two  parts: 
The  first  will  be  characteristic  compo- 
sitions from  the  classics.  The  second, 
from  modern  composers.  The  design 
being  to  present  in  sharp  contrast,  the 
works  of  the  old  masters  against  the 
new.  A  brief  biographical  sketch  of 
the  composer,  also  a  short  analy.sis  of 
each  number  will  be  given,  before  its 
rendition.  For  President,  the  club  has 
elected  Mrs.  D.  J.  Waller;  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Walter  Jackson;  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  Miss  Elizabeth  Pea- 
body.  With  such  a  corps  of  efficient 
officers,  the  organization  cannot  fail  to 
be  successful.  Miss  Caroline  Hall,  Mrs'. 
Anna  Horton  Smith  and  Mr.  J.  Elsie 
Apple  form  the  committee  on  concert 
music,  and  no  effort  will  be  spared  to 
show  definite  purpose  in  every  pro- 
gram. The  number  of  fine  mu.sicians

design  and  the  delicacy  of  manipula- 
tion, both  .speak  well  for  the  aesthetic 
development  of  the  j'oung  men  of  the 
senior  cla.ss.  As  of  old,  cut  finger 
and  an  occasional  hitting  of  the 
wrong  nail  .squarely  on  the  head,  may 
be  mentioned  among  the  diversions- 
still  practised  bythe  student  of  manual 
training.

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION  LECTURES. 

A  cour.se  of  six  lectures  on  nineteenth 
century  literature  or  the  greater  Eng- 
lish Novelist,  is  being  given  now  at 
the  Normal.  The  lectures  are  on  Scott, 
Bulwer  Lytton,  Thackeray,  Dickens, 
George  Eliot  and  the  cliaracteristics  of 
the  modern  novel,  given  by  Clyde  B. 
Furst,  M.  A.  Mr.  Furst  is  a  lecturer 
in  literature  for  the  American  Society 
for  the  Extension  of  University  Teach- 
ing. 

The  aim  of  the  qinirse  is  not  .so  nmch 
the  giving  of  information  as  the  exhib- 
iting of  good  methods  of  study  which 
any  thoughtful  person  can  use  in  con- 
nection with  his  or  her  own  general 
reading.  After  attending  the  lectures 
and  carefully  reading  the  books  upon 
which  they  are  based,  a  person  should 
be  able  to  criticise  a  novel  .somewhat 
intelligently,  that  is, having  an  opinion 
based  upon  principles  as  to  whether  it ; 
is  good  or  bad  art.  ' 

One  work  of  each   writer  lias  been 
a.ssigned    for  reading;    it   will    be  dis- 1 
cu.s.sed    as  a    work  of  art  and    then  as 
the  expression  of  the  author's  striking  I 
characteristics,    as  the}-   correspond  to  j 
important  elements  in  nineteenth  cen- 
tury    literature.        The     concluding 
lecture  of  the  course  will  discuss  the 
facts  gained  in  the  previous  discu.ssions 
to  show  their  relations   to  the  literary 
development  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
to  English   Literature,  and  to  the  his- 
tory of  human  thought. 

The  lectures  will  be  based  on  the 
novels;  I,  Scott's  "Waverly";  II, 
Bulwer  Lytton's  "Rienzi";  III, 
Thackeray's     "Vanity     Fair";      I\', 


Dickens'    "David    Copperfield,' ;    and 
V,  George  Eliot's  'Adam  Bede". 

The  lectures  on  Sco'.t,  Thackeray 
and  Dickens  will  be  illustrated  by 
Stereopticon  views  showing  portraits 

J  of  the  authors  and  their  associates, 
scenes  of  their  activity,  places  men- 
tioned in  their  writings,  and  famous  or 
characteristic     illu.strations     of    their 

I  books. 

The  first  lecture  was  given  on  Wed- 
nesday evening,  November  3rd,  and 
the  others  will  be  given  in  the  succeed- 
ing weeks,  between  now  and  Christ- 
mas vacation. 

ATHLETICS. 

FOOT  BALL. 

As  usual,  this  fall,  Indiana  has  a 
foot  ball  team  and  as  usual  the  team 
is  a  good  one.  livery  day  after  3:30

At  the  opening  of  the  term,  Mr. 
Beam  was  cho.sen  by  the  Athletic  As- 
sociation, captain  and  coach  of  the 
[')ot  ball  team,  which  was  to  represent 
tlie  school.  The  boj-s  responded 
promptly  to  the  call  for  players  and 
their  hard  and  faithful  work  to-gether 
with  the  earnest  efforts  of  their  captain, 
has  produced  a  team  from  unexper- 
ienced men  of  which  the  .-school  may 
■ivell  be  proud. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was 
played  on  Oct.  23,  again.st  the  team 
from  Johnstown.  The  play  was  very 
close  and  exciting  during  the  first-half 
and  neither  team  was  able  to  score.

BASKET  BALL. 

A  basket  ball  team  is  an  interesting 
feature  of  out-door  life  at  Normal  this 
fall.  The  girls  appear  each  evening 
at  three-thirty  in  costumes  suitable  for 
the  purpose  and  a  team  consisting  of 
about  twenty-four  girls  find  the  game 
very  good  exercise  and  plenty  of  fun  as 
well. 

A  captain  and  a  treasurer  manage 
the  business  of  the  team,  and  for  the 
playing  of  the  game  an  umpire,  a 
referee,  two  centers  and  any  number  of 
forwards  and  guards  are  essential. 

The  captain  appoints  centers,  and 
the  centers  in  turn  choose  their  own 
players:  the  forwards  and  guards  being 
r.rranged  in  even  numbers  on  the  two 
.sides.  In  playing  the  game,  the 
referee  throws  the  ball  and  each  of  the 
two  centers  tries  to  catch  it,  and  throw 
it  to  one  of  her  own  players;  then  they 
try  to  get  the  ball  into  their  own 
ba.sket,  while  the  other  side  tries  to 
prevent  them  from  doing  so.
